SUMMARY OF INTERVIEW 



Applicants wish to thank Examiner Li and Supervisor Campell for the courtesy extended 
during the personal interview held on May 16, 2006. During the interview between the 
* undersigned, Examiner Li and, Supervisor Campell, the restriction requirement, the claim 
objections, the enablement rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, the new matter 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, the provisional double patenting rejection, and 
the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 raised in the Office Action mailed February 27, 2006 were 
discussed. The undersigned and the Examiner agreed to the following: (1) Claims 36-38, 42- 
53, and 57-65 are linking claims and will be examined in the subject application. (2) Claims 66- 
73 and 74-81 would be amended such that Claims 67-73 and Claims 75-81 properly depend from 
Claims 66 and 74, respectively, and the objection to the claims would be withdrawn. (3) 
Applicants agreed to submit a declaration demonstrating that those of skill in the art at the time 
of filing the subject application understood that fragments of NS3/4A as small as 8 amino acids 
are immunogenic, which would overcome the enablement rejection with respect to the use of 
such fragments. (4) The new matter rejections would be withdrawn in view of Applicants' 
disclosure. (5) The double patenting rejection would be overcome by submitting an appropriate 
terminal disclaimer. (6) The obviousness rejections would be withdrawn in light of the fact that 
the cited references, i.e., Hultgren et al., Encke et al. and Tarn, do not make obvious the claimed 
invention alone or in combination.
